BY A READER OF THE MONTHLY MAGAZINES. 


MAKE it a point to buy all the magazines ; but having only twenty- 
four hours a day to devote to reading them, I fear I do not always 
extract their riches to the full. Nevertheless, I consider it a duty to 
be well informed, and I feel that I cannot afford to miss anything in 
the enterprising monthlies ; hence I am often obliged to hurry through 
pages that might interest me more if I could browse along in a more 
leisurely manner. But when I would loiter I reflect that the next 
month’s numbers wil! begin to appear in a week or two, and that 
warns me. Seeing that there may be readers who have not time to 
read all the magazines, I thought it might be worth while to give a 
resumé of my reading for the month thus far.
